Work On Plans To 
Improve Water 


The city coühcil authorized 
consulting engineers Russell 
and Axon of Ft, Lauderdale to 
proceed with plans for the wat- 
er improvement program dur- 
ing their regular session Wed- 
nesday. 

George Russeil reported that 
one test well near the dike 
showed ‘promise of furnishing 

a water supply for the city. The 
well water would be more con- 
sistent in supply and would be 
easier to treat, Russell also ex- 
plained that a mixture of well 
water and lake water could be 
more economically treated. 

The authorization for plans 
and specifications was made 
ubject to next years! budget 

еш approved. If the refer- 
endum for the municipal bonds 
does not pass, the cost of the 
plans and specifications will be 
paid from the water depart- 
ment surplus. 

The council also authorized 
the payment of $12,372 to Rus- 
sell and Axon for work already 
completed which includes bring- 
jng the whole municipal im- 

ener program up to date 
with revisions and additions. ~ 

Russell told the commission 
that if a 500,000 elevated stor- 
age tank and a distribution sys- 
tem was included in the pro- 
gram, the amount would be 
around $300,000 and thus push 
the bond issue over the $2,000,- 
000 mark. 

B Costs for the distribution sys- 
tem could be minimized if the 
city did its own work on the 
distribution - system, 

South Bay's anticipated water 
improvement would decrease 
the expected revenue of the lo- 
cal water department. The 
council asked that the situation 
be discussed with South Bay to 
determine a course of action. 
¥ South: Bay’ uses two million 
gallons of water per mohth for 
а cost of over $6,300 last year.

J..Graber & Sons 
install Radish 
Packaging Units 


„Тһе firm of Jacob Graber and 
Sons have installed two new 
radish packaging machines at 
their packing house here which 
replaces manual labor for pack- 
aging and sealing bags. 

The machines first in opera- 
tion Friday at the plant will re- 
place some 15 workers, accord- 
ing to Don Aspey, spokesman 
for Graber. 

The machines, manufactured 
ín Sheboygan, Wisconsin, are 
called “Compal and -pack 
either 6 or 8 ounce plastic bags 
at the rate of 40 to 60 per hour, 
depending on the size of the 
radishes, 

The machine also weighs the 
radishes and are accurate to one 
radish (1/32 of an ounce). The 
Compak drops radishes into the 
plastic bags and seals them in 
about the same time as the man- 
ual method; however, one man 
can operate both machines on a 
24 hour basi» without breaks if 
necessary. Two or three wom- 
en would be required to pack 
the finished product. 

"The process from field to con- 
sumer can be effected in ap- 
proximately 72 hours. 

The machines were developed 
last year and weigh 5,140 
pounds, standing 121 inches 
high and measuring 56 in. by 
35 in. at the base. All parts 
are of stainless steel or alumi- 
num. 

Thus, in a step towards auto- 
mation, the radishes are taken 
from the field after being auto- 
maticaly picked and topped, 
dumped into a grader and wash- 
еа before being placed into four 
hoppers above the machines. 
Qne machine works for two 
hoppers. 

Similar machines have been 
developed for other food indus- 
try packing to pack coffee, 
beans, candy, cereal, soup, rice 
and a host of other items.

USDA Issues First 
Survey Of Damages 
Due To Freeze Here 


A special vegetable report on 
crop damage for the period 1-15 
January has been compiled by 
J. C. Townsend, Jr., agricultural 
statistician in Orlando, 

This report in general terms 
attempts to evaluate the effec! 
of the cold period on the pro- 
duction prospects, Early re- 
ports of this type are largely 
based on industry opinions and 
as such are subject to consider- 
able variation.

winter snap and pole 


[j| bean crop was severely damag- 


ed. In the Pompano section 
| volume may be reduced 60-70% 
in the next four weeks, In the 
Everglades area estimates run 
75-8092 loss, 

Replanted beans should. be 
ready for harvest in late Febru- 
ary. 

Reduced yield prospects on 
the winter cabbage crop are re- 
ported. Most opinions are that 
the overall reduction will be 
around 25%, 


Damage to the cauliflower 
crop has been mostly retarded 
growth and reduced yield on 
near maturity and maturity 
crops. 

Practically no loss of celery 
acreage has been reported and 
most of the acreage came 
through the cold with little or 
|no visable damage. Yield on 
celery harvest during the next 
four to six weeks may be re- 
duced 10-15%, 

The winter sweet corn crop in 
South Florida was drastically 
reduced, In the Glades 60-70% 
of the crop for winter harvest 
is killed. 

Most of the acreage which es- 
caped damage was young. In 
the Pompano district estimates 
reveal that one-third of the 
crop was lost. In Dade county 
the reduction should be 50%, 
in the-Ft. Myers area 15-80%, 
Immokelee possibly 40%.
